the disadvantaged with utility 
bills, 

‘Slate agencies are going to 
be hit very hard,’’ Vadalabene 
predicts. 

Edgar is also proposing a fur- 
lough of all state employees for 
up to five days next year, Vadal- 
abene said. The furlough would 
result in a $10 million savings 
for one day 

“It's going to be widely debat- 
ed,” Vadalabene said. ‘It hits 











me right between the eyes right 
now because it was not some- 
thing that I was prepared to 
thinix about.” 

Vadalabene plans to argue 
against another of Edgar’s pro- 
posals, which would eliminate 
the double payment that school 
icts receive in June. 
they need that money when 
their seal year ends (in 
June),”’ Vadalabene said. ‘‘The 
state is already late in its school 
payments and we need to 
address that.’” 

But while he favors increased 
educational. funding, Vadalabene 
said he does not want it to come 
from increased property taxes.

Edgar also suggests that educa- 
tional funds could come from an 
income tax increase of 1 percent 
for individuals and 1.6 percent 
for corporations, an issue Edgar 
wants on the November ballot, 
Vadalabene said.

“I strongly support ‘spending

Drug cooperation needed 


It will take the efforts of more than just the police 
department for the tougher Illinois abuse laws to take a 
ite ag of the crime that has infected so much of today’s 
ety. 

With penalties that call for fines as high as $500,000 and civil 
as well as criminal liabilities, the laws which were boosted 
again for 1992 provide plenty of legal deterrents. 

But turning the trend against drug abuse-is nothing more 
than a pipe dream unless the new laws get cooperation of 
judges, police, parents and the community at large. 

Parents and other influences in the lives of our youths need 
to stress the potential for penalty to the children who are at 
risk of joining the drug abuse cycle. A teen-ager can lose 
driving privileges if convicted of a drug offense in a motor 
vehicle. Teens cannot hear that tough threat too much. 

Police need to continue aggressive enforcement of the laws. 
Comments from area law énforcement officials indicated 
some disappointment in making arrests and not seeing those 
charged get stiff penalties from judges. 

Police need to expand education programs to include a 
wider scope of society. Getting parents and the community 
involved in the Drug Abuse Resistance Education (DARE) 
program can only help ara prove that worthwhile effort. 

Police need to make sure that investigations are meticulous 
and correct. 

Judges need to see'those police arrests through. All the new 
laws in the world will not put a dent in the problem unless the 
criminals start facing those big fines and prison terms the 
new laws threaten. . 

The war against drug abuse can be won, but it will require 
all those who fight the problem to work together in the battle

What are they? You may be 
able to lock in a reasonably low- 
rate, reduce the number of 
checks you write each month 
and, if needed, extend repay- 
ment terms to-lower your 
monthly outlay. ‘ 

ines peers are no fees 
associa! with a loan consolida- 
tion. Refinancing a student 
loan—a separate proposition— 
can cost a jum of $100 per 
loan. But some lenders, includ- 
ing Citibank in New York, waive 
fees on refinances, too. (Not all 
student Ioan lenders do refinanc- 
es, but most have consolidation

¢ disadvantage of a refi- 
nance’ or consolidation usually 
boils down to inconvenience. You 
have to get the loan forms and 
fill them out. Although your 
banker is required to let you 
know. about all the federal stu- 
dent loan consolidation and refi- 
nancing programs available, 
banks don’t generally actively 
market these programs. Frank- 
ly, that’s because they don’t 
make much money on such 
deals. . 

Of course, some may hold 
loans at such low rates that a 
consolidation or refinance would 
not benefit, industry experts say. 
But anyone with student loans at 
rates above 9 percent should 
consider it. 

One qualification: You must 
owe at least $5,000 to qualify for 
federal loan consolidation pro- 
grams. And some lenders, such 
as San Francisco-based BankA- 
merica, won't consolidate less 


~ than $10,000 in loans. 


Current interest rates are what 
make consolidations and refi- 
nances such good deals now. 

Some student loan rates are at 
their lowest levels in five years. 
That helps those who have old 
fixed-rate loans in the 12- to 14- 
percent range, because they can 
refinance for variable rates, 
which currently are around 9.3 
percent. 

It is, of course, possible that 
the interest charges on a vari- 
able rate loan will rise. So-called 
SLS and PLUS-loans-are ‘‘re- 
priced” once annually at-the 91- 
day Treasury bill rate plus _3.25- 
percentage points. .However, 
rates on these loans are capped 
at 12 percent. In other words, if 
your old loan cost 12 percent or 
more, you can’t lose with a refi- 
nance.

Doucet’s Beausoleil helps 
Cajun music gain audience

Fiddle player Michael Doucet 
remembers the image he had of 
Cajun music while growing up in 
coor La., near Lafayette during 

e 1 

“As far as I-could remember, 
it was always music for old peo- 
ple—it was always, the older peo- 
ple pea ae it,”’ said Doucet, 
the founding member of Beauso- 
Teil, today’: me premier Cajun band. 

Beausoleil will perform Jan.:17 
at the Sheldon Concert Hall and 
Ballroom. Tickets are $12 in 
advance, $14 day of show. 

His impressions of the music 
Weren't unusual: Throughout the 
1960s and ~’70s, Louisiana’ was 
rushing headlong into American- 
ization, and the region’s French 
culture was heading for extinc- 
tion in the process. 
~ Though Doucet, 40, grew up 
hearing French songs—several 
family members as well as 
friends played the music at 
informal get-togethers—it wasn’t 
until the early 1970s while he 
was attending Louisiana State 
University that his interest in 
the music became a passion. 

Just for fun, he teok a course 
in folk music. 

“The teacher, I asked him 
} about French music, and he 

} said, ‘Oh that’s, just ‘translated 

* English songs,’ "' Doucet said. ‘‘I 

| knew. better than that, and I’m 
‘sure he did, too. But he didn't 

want to get ‘into it. So.I got into 
§ ite 
Thus began Doucet’s journey 
| into Cajun music. Now 20- years 

later, he can be credited with 
{ playing a major_role not only in 
{ reviving the native French 

music of Louisiana in his home 

state but also in helping the 
S music gai 
{ nition and poplars worldwide. 

At LSU,. Doucet began 

researching the history of the 
1 music. Just as ‘importantly, he 
* sought out veteran musicians 
« who played the music. 
{ One of Doucet’s_main inspira- 
} tions was Dennis McGee, a fid- 
dle player whose recordings dat- 
Ted to the 1920s. 

“‘He’d been playing for some- 
thing like 50 years before I_met 
him,’’ Doucet said. ‘‘And what 
} his music did to me, it made me 
}.completely relearn ‘Cajun music 
because it was different. I real- 
ized then that what ple were 
Ciplagiing--the music I had 
learned—was more of a modern 
music, maybe the music of the 
"50s and ’60s.”” 

Doucet said fiddle players who 


‘had been early inspirations, such _ 


as Doc Guidry and Rufus Thibo- 
deaux, played in an accordion-in- 
fluenced, count swing style. 
.McGee’s approach was very 
“ferent. 

“Dennis, his music totally pre- 


‘dated the accordion as far as‘ 


Ginfluences on the music (are 
)_geoncerned),’’ Doucet said. “‘So i 


unprecedented recog-~ 


had to almost completely relearn 
every song I knew, which was 
really a lot of fun. 

“We spent a lot of time togeth- 
er,” he said. “And it was not 
only just music, but as a person 
he was indeed a sage, a wealth 
of what had happened, a chroni- 
cle of history and traditions that 
had come before and different 
styles. He could remember those 


things = 
the time he was learning 
about his native music, Doucet 
was also playing, updating the 
music in the process. 

Beausoleil was formed as a 
trio in the mid 1970s by Doucet,
